IDAPA 16.06.12 - Rules Governing the Idaho Child Care Program (ICCP) (Docket No.
16-0612-1401).

Pursuant to Section 67-454, Idaho Code, a meeting on the enclosed rules may be called by the

cochairmen or by two (2) or more members of the subcommittee giving oral or written notice to Research

and Legislation no later than fourteen (14) days after receipt of the rules' analysis from Legislative

Services.

IDAPA 16.06.12 - Rules Governing the Idaho Child Care Program (ICCP) (Docket No. 16-0612-1401)

The Department of Health andWelfare submits notice of proposed rulemaking at IDAPA 16.06.12 - Rules
Governing the Idaho Child Care Program (ICCP). The Department states that this rule was published as a tem-
porary rule effective November 1, 2013, and was published in the January 2014 Idaho Administrative Bulletin.
The Department further states that its former co-pay structure did not comply with federal regulation because
it was based upon a percentage of the cost of child care. To comply with federal requirements, co-pays must be
income based. Therefore, this rule bases co-payment upon family income. This rule also distinguishes between
the co-pay requirements for post-secondary students and high school or GED students. Specifically, post-sec-
ondary students who do not work ten or more hours per week will be required to pay their own co-payment.

The Department states that negotiated rulemaking was not conducted because this rule is being done to
align with federal regulations. There is no fiscal impact associated with this rulemaking.

The proposed rule appears to be within the statutory authority granted to the Department in Section
56-202(b), Idaho Code.

NOTICE OF RULEMAKING - PROPOSED RULE

AUTHORITY: In compliance with Section 67-5221(1), Idaho Code, notice is hereby given that this agency has 
initiated proposed rulemaking procedures. The action is authorized pursuant to Section 56-202, Idaho Code.

PUBLIC HEARING SCHEDULE: Public hearing(s) concerning this rulemaking will be scheduled if requested in 
writing by twenty-five (25) persons, a political subdivision, or an agency, not later than May 21, 2014.

The hearing site(s) will be accessible to persons with disabilities. Requests for accommodation must be made not 
later than five (5) days prior to the hearing, to the agency address below.

DESCRIPTIVE SUMMARY: The following is a nontechnical explanation of the substance and purpose of the 
proposed rulemaking:

The state's current co-pay structure is based on a percentage of the cost of child care which does not comply with 
the federal regulations for the child care program. In order to be in compliance with the federal requirements, the 
state's co-pay structure is being changed to income based. The current ICCP rules reference a percentage based co-
pay for non-working students, which must be removed from the rules for compliance with federal regulations. This 
rule was published as a temporary rule effective November 1, 2013, and was published under this docket number in 
the January 1, 2014, Idaho Administrative Bulletin, Vol. 14-1, pages 116 and 117.

FISCAL IMPACT: The following is a specific description, if applicable, of any fiscal impact on the state general 
fund greater than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) during the fiscal year:

THE FOLLOWING IS THE PROPOSED TEXT OF DOCKET NO. 16-0612-1401
(Only those Sections being amended are shown.)

503. NON-WORKING STUDENT CO-PAYMENT REQUIREMENTS.

01. Post-Secondary Student. (        )

a. A post-secondary student who does not working less than ten (10) hours per week will be required 
to pay a thirty-one percent (31%) co-payment. (        )

b. A post-secondary student who works at least ten (10) hours or more per week will have a co-
payment based on his total family income. (        )

02. High School or GED Student. A student who is finishing in high school, or who is taking English 
as a second language or GED courses will be excluded from the requirement to pay a thirty-one percent (31%) co-
payment and will instead have a co-payment based only on his family income. (3-26-08)(        )
